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WATER  SUPPLIES 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  were  made  very  frequently  on  all  sources  of  water  supply.  A table  showing  the

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Council’s  scheme  to  improve  the  water  supply  generally  within  the  district 
includes,  apart  from  the  routine  replacement  of  old  encrusted  mams,  provision  for 
the  construction  of  certain  service  reservoirs  designed  to  protect  and  ensure  adequate 
local  supplies. 

The  Werfa  Storage  Reservoir,  which  now  supplies  the  village  of  Cwmbach, 
was  completed  last  year;  and  the  construction  of  the  Llwydcoed  Reservoir,  designed 
to  safeguard  the  supply  of  water  from  the  Taf  Fechan  Water  Board,  is  nearing  com- 
letion.°It  is  hoped,  also,  that  early  next  year  work  will  commence  on  the  construction 
of  the  Blaengwawr  Service  Reservoir,  the  completion  of  which  will  greatly  improve 
the  supply  of  water  to  the  lower  end  of  the  district. 

During  this  year  the  scheme  to  modernize  the  Treatment  Plant  cf  the  Bwllfa 
and  Graig  Supplies,  progressed  satisfactorily,  and  when  completed  will  result  in  the 
elimination  of  the  present  slow  sand  filters  and  their  replacement  by  pressure  filters. 


RIVER  POLLUTION 

There  islittle  to  say  with  regard  to  the  state  of  the  River  Cynon  except  that  its 
condition  has  remained  reasonably  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  A secure  perma- 
nent improvement  will  have  to  await  the  implementation  of  the  Consultants  recom- 
mendations arising  from  the  current  sewer  and  trade  effluent  surveys. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Phurnacite  Plant 

In  February,  1965,  a meeting  took  place  at  the  Phurnacite  Plant  at  which  were 
present  representatives  of  the  National  Coal  Board,  Abercwmboi  Clean  Air  Committee 
and  the  Mountain  Ash  and  Aberdare  Urban  District  Councils. 

At  this  meeting  the  Production  Director  of  the  National  Coal  Board  (Coal 
Products  Division)  referred  to  an  experiment  being  undertaken  by  the  South  West 
Regional  General  Manager  at  the  Plant,  which,  it  was  hoped,  would  lead  to  further 
deviation  of  certain  aspects  of  atmospheric  pollution  suffered  in  the  area.  The  ex- 
periment comprised  the  fitting  ofigniters  or  after-burners  to  the  venturi  tubes,  designed 
to  burn  the  gases  emitted  from  the  tubes  whenever  the  ovens  were  discharged.  Provided 
that  the  experiment  was  successful,  and  it  was  agreed  that  there  was  every  indication 
that  it  would  be,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  install  after-burners  on  all  the 
ovens  amounting  to  a total  of  twenty-five.  This  measure  would  then  replace  the 
ammonia  scrubbers  which  had,  unfortunately,  only  been  partially  successful  in  pre- 
venting the  emission  of  fumes  and  gases. 


Power  Station 

This  Plant  closed  down  on  the  31st  October,  1965,  and  this  will  certainly  result 
in  the  disappearance  of  one  of  the  major  sources  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  area. 
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Comparative  Statistical  Information 

Included  once  more  in  this  Report  are,  the  tables  shewing  the  results  of  the 
analyses  made,  during  the  year, of  the  deposits  at  the  atmospheric  pollution  measuring 
stations  set  up  in  various  points  in  ihe  Abcrdare  and  Mountain  Ash  Urban  Districts. 
As  in  previous  years,  these  results  continued  to  be  submitted  to  the  Deparlmcnt  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  National  Coal  Board,  as  well  as  being  reported, 
periodically,  to  the  two  Councils  concerned. 

As  a rough  and  by  no  means  scientific  guide,  an  approximation  of  the  standards 
of  pollution  to  be  expected  in  the  varying  atmospheric  conditions  to  be  found  in  the 
country,  a clean  town  and  a black  ” area  of  dense  population  and  heavy  industrial 
development,  is  given  below. 

Finally  the  warning  is  reiterated  as  to  the  dangers  arising  from  efforts  to  pro- 
duce, from  these  figures,  scientific  conclusions  rather  than,  as  is  the  intention,  material 
of  general  interest  value.

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CINEMAS 

In  the  course  of  the  year  a further  decrease  in  the  number  of  cinemas  operating 
withm  the  area  occurred  and  such  old  favourites  as  the  Palace,  Hirwaun  and  the 
Workmens  Hall  at  Aberaman  and  Cwmaman  discontinued  after  a long  era. 

There  has  been  a marked  decline  in  the  attendance  at  the  cinemas  remaining 
i n commission  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  there  have  been  less  complaints  than 
in  previous  years  of  wilful  damage  and  vandalism. 

The  dose  liaison  that  has  always  existed  between  the  Shops  Inspector  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  continues  and  ensures  effective  and  efficient  supervision 
upon  all  matters  within  their  jurisdiction. 

The  sanitary  arrangements  of  all  the  cinemas  are  adequate  and  satisfactory 
and  the  management  are  at  all  times  helpful  and  co-operative  in  order  to  ensure  good 
maintenance. 

Certificates  of  fitness  submitted  by  the  licencees  with  regard  to  First  Aid,  Fire 
Fighting,  etc  and  electrical  installations  were  approved  by  the  Health  Committee 
during  the  year. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Council  administers  this  service.  The  close  co-operation 
between  the  Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Glamorgan  Fire  Service  and  your  own 
Officers,  the  Shops  and  Public  Heath  Inspectors,  ensures  adequate  control  of  cinemas 
within  the  area. 


LICENSED  PREMISES  HYGIENE 

Periodic  inspections  of  licensed  premises  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  good  hygiene  practices. 

All  such  premises  are  provided  with  the  necessary  facilities  and  inspections  are 
made  to  see  that  they  are  kept  and  maintained  in  good  working  order  and  a watchful 
eye  kept  that  these  facilities  are  used. 

The  trend  continues  for  the  raising  of  the  general  standards  of  licensed  premises 
and  the  advent  of  ‘formica’  and  other  easily  cleaned  surfaces  has  greatly  facilitated 
good  hygiene  practice. 

A close  liaison  continues  between  the  Licensing  Justices,  the  Superintendent 
of  Police  and  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  effective  hygienic  control  oflicensed 
premises  in  the  district. 

One  licensed  premises  within  the  town  centre  closed,  but  no  new  presmises 
opened  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council’s  Engineer  & Surveyor’s  Department  is  responsible  for  the  scavenging 
and  road  cleansing  service  Road  gullies  are  emptied  by  a mechanical  emptier,  gutters  on 
main  roads  are  swept  by  a mechanical  sweeper  and  all  refuse  collected  by  modern  rear 
loaded  propelled  vehicles.  The  official  tipping  site  in  the  area,  situated  at 

Ynyscynon  Site,  Aberaman 

is  worked  on  the  controlled  tipping  principle  and  is  clean,  well  maintained  and  very 
satisfactory.  This  is  a long  termed  project  designed  to  elevate  land  adjacent  to  the 
river  Cynon  which  has  been  frequently  flooded  and  so  reclaim  it  for  practical  use. 

The  indiscriminate  dumping  of  refuse  still  remains  a real  and  difficult  problem 
in  spite  of  efforts  of  the  District  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  implementation  of 
the  Councils  scheme  for  the  distribution  of  refuse  bins  to  householders  throughout 
the  area  which  proceeded  throughout  the  year  but  has  not  yet  been  completed. 

In  a further  effort  to  stop  this  dumping  of  refuse  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s 
Department  now  collect,  when  notified,  all  unwanted  mattresses  etc.,  but  whether  this 
will  prove  a complete  success  remains  to  be  seen.  A large  number  of  old  mattresses  have 
been  collected  by  this  service,  which  presumably  would  otherwise  have  been  disposed 
of  in  various  parts  of  the  district. 

The  public  sanitary  conveniences  were  maintained  in  a fairly  good  condition 
in  spite  of  the  damage  resulting  from  the  severe  frosts  and  some  instances  of  wilful 
damage  in  outlying  districts. 
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UNSOUND  FOOD 


Miscellaneous  articles  of  food  of  the  above  description  condemned  as  unfit 
for  human  consumption  amounted  to  2 tons,  16  cwts  and  110  lbs. 

Condemned  foodstuff  which  could  not  be  returned  to  suppliers  or  used  for 
processing  purposes  was  disposed  of  with  proper  care  in  the  local  authority’s  refuse 
tip.  The  tip  is  under  regular  inspection  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  AND  CHEMICAL  EXAMINATIONS 

I must  again  express  my  gratitude  to  Dr.  L.  E.  Coles,  Public  Analyst,  and 
to  Dr.  R.  VV.  S.  Harvey  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  advice  and  assistance 
I have  had  from  them  in  connection  with  the  wide  variety  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analyses  and  investigations  which  they  have  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Authority 

During  the  year  57  specimens  were  sent  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  local  general  practitioners.  These  included  throat  and  nose  swabs,  faeces,  etc. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

The  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  District  and  during 
the  year  the  number  of  samples  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  approx 
imated  to  one  sample  per  188  members  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  for  qualitative  analysis  was  207 
comprising  66  milks,  141  other  foods,  one  of  which  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

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ICE  CREAM 

A 11  the  shops  and  premises  where  ice  cream  is  sold  and  prepared  for  sale  were 
inspected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year.  Vehicles  used  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream  were  also  inspected  and  kept  under  observation. 

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  prescribe  the  method  by  which 
ice  cream  is  manufactured  and  the  occupiers  of  all  registered  premises  within  the 
district  are  aware  of  the  requirements  of  these  regulations,  and  I am  pleased  to  report 
that  any  suggestions  made  have  readily  been  complied  with. 

During  the  year,  it  has  been  noticed  that  there  appears  to  be  a tendancy  towards 
the  increased  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  in  the  area. 

During  the  year  four  new  applications  were  received  for  the  registration 
of  premises  for  the  purpose  of  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  all  were  granted.

Medical  Examination  of  Council  Employees 

The  examinations 
were  for  the  purposes  of  the  Council’s  Superannuation  Scheme,  applications  for 
Breakdown  Pensions  and  the  Council’s  Sick  Scheme. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  to  1962 

National  Assistance  Act  1948  (Amendment)  Act,  1962

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  provision  of  the  Act,  during 
the  year. 

( b ) Burial  of  the  Dead  (Section  47) 

Assistance  was  rendered  under  this  section  to  one  family  during  the  year  under 
review. 

(r)  Homeless  Families — Intermediate  Accommodation 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948— Section  21  (1)  (b) 

The  above  Act  places  a duty  upon  the  County  Council  to  provide  temporary 
accommodation  for  persons  in  urgent  need  thereof. 

The  County  Council  have  approved  proposals  for  the  discharge  of  the  above 
responsibility  by  securing  the  right  to  use  certain  premises  in  all  areas  of  the 
County,  to  provide  accommodation  for  persons  rendered  homeless. 
Accommodation  has  also  been  established  by  the  County  Council  at  Rhoose 
Camp  for  families  who,  in  the  main,  have  been  rendered  homeless  by  eviction 
from  their  homes. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  County  Council  have  approved  a scheme  for 
affording  financial  assistance  towards  the  provision  of  “ Intermediate  Ac- 
commodation ” by  Housing  Authorities,  and  contributes  to  the  cost  of  the 
scheme. 

Since  1964  there  is  provided  at  the  Old  Isolation  Hospital,  Llanwonno  Road, 
Mountain  Ash  four  units  for  use  as  intermediate  accommodation.  The  scheme 
is  administered  through  a Joint  Committee  of  the  three  Councils  viz:-  Aberdarc, 
Mountain  Ash  and  Pontypridd  whose  functions  are: — 

(i)  To  select  tenants  to  occupy  the  accommodation  from  “Homeless  Family” 
cases  presented  to  them  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  three 
Councils. 

(ii)  To  review,  in  the  light  of  Reports  by  the  said  Medical  Officers  of  Health, 
the  progress  of  any  “ Problem  Families  ” so  accommodated,  towards 
rehabilitation. 

(iii)  To  decide  when  tenancies  shall  be  terminated,  subject,  however,  to  a 
maximum  period  in  all  cases,  of  six  months. 

(iv)  To  commend  to  the  Council  from  whose  District  any  tenant  is  admitted 
to  the  accommodation  any  such  tenant  considered  worthy  of  normal 
rehousing  in  the  District  concerned,  whether  as  a result  of  rehabilitation 
or  otherwise. 

The  term  “ Homeless  Family”  includes  not  only  “ Problem  Families  ” from 
Council  owned  and  private  accommodation  in  the  three  districts,  but  also 
those  rendered  homeless  for  any  other  cause  and  for  whom  no  other  normal 
housing  accommodation  is  immediately  available. 

The  main  advantage  of  providing  “ Intermediate  Accommodation  ” is  that  the 
whole  family  is  kept  intact,  as  opposed  to  Rhoose  Camp,  where  only  the  mother 
and  children  are  accommodated. 

Two  “Homeless  Families”  were  accommodated  at  the  Llanwonno  Road 
Flats  during  1965. 
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Meals  on  Wheels  and  Old  People’s  Welfare 

In  April  of  last  year,  the  Council  appointed,  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  a Welfare  Asiistant.  The  duties  of  this  officer  are  to  act  as  aliaison  ar.d 
co-ordinating  officer  between  the  Council  and  all  voluntary  organisations  in  the  area 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  elderly  and  to  generally  promote  the  Council’s  interest 
in  this  field. 

In  October  last  year  the  Council  instituted  on  a limited  basis,  a Meals  on  Wheels 
Service  for  the  Elderly.  At  the  start  of  this  year  the  sendee  was  dcliverirg  cnc  meal 
per  week  to  360  Old  People.  To  do  this  it  was  neccsssary  for  the  Council  to  purchase  a 
new  van  to  be  used  solely  for  delivering  meals  and  to  engage  two  part  time  drivers 
attendants  to  deliver  the  meals. 

The  demand  for  this  service  is  now  firmly  established  and  in  the  future  it  is 
hoped  to  provide  a minimum  of  two  meals  per  week,  for  all  old  people  in  the  area  who 
are  in  need  of  it.

HOUSING  REPAIRS 


I have  to  report  similar  to  past  years  that  housing  repairs  during  the  year  have 
not  been  without  their  unsolved  problems  of  getting  landlords  to  undertake  repairs. 
Continued  efforts  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  improve  the  conditions  of  the 
older  properties  have  resulted  in  a substantial  number  of  houses  being  attended  to, 
although  it  has  been  necessary  to  resort  to  formal  action  in  some  cases. 

The  high  cost  of  labour  and  materials  continues  to  make  the  task  of  enforcing 
housing  repairs,  especially  in  the  case  of  the  lower  rented  properties,  a most  difficult 
one  to  deal  with.

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Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  266  Moveable  Dwellings 

The  two  licensed  sites  within  the  district  are  now  well  established.  The 
Model  standards  issued  by  the  Ministry  for  the  guidance  of  licensing  authorities 
have  been  used  as  a minimum  standard  within  the  area.  Both  sites  are  connected  to  the 
main  sewer  with  drainage  for  the  disposal  of  waste-water  and  water  supply  connected 
to  each  caravan  which  is  stationed  on  a concrete  base. 

Both  sites  have  also  laid  on  electricity  for  site  lighting  and  also  for  the  use  of 
the  caravan  occupiers. 

Whilst  the  general  site  layout  is  in  the  main  satisfactory  there  are,  as  in  the  case 
of  permanent  dwellings,  varying  standards  of  maintenance  by  individual  caravaners, 
some  of  which  are  very  good  with  their  small  plots  of  ground  tastefully  cultivated 
which  greatly  improves  the  general  aspect  of  the  site.  These  however  are  in  the  minority 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  encourage  those  that  lag  behind,  since  example  is  always 
better  than  precept  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  others  will  follow  in  the  ways  of  those  who 
show  a real  pride  in  their  dwelling.  It  is  however,  gratifying  to  report  a substantial 
increase  in  their  numbers. 

Further  improvements  in  facilities,  services  and  equiptment  at  the  two  major 
sites  within  the  district,  have  been  realised  and  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Roads  have  been  extended  and  finished  w'ith  tarmacadam  and  work  has  also 
been  done  to  improve  the  surface  water  drainage.  Concrete  hardstandings  in  certain 
instances,  have  been  enlarged  to  cater  for  the  bigger  and  more  elaborate  caravans  now- 
being  manufactured,  this  has  been  accomplished  without  detriment  to  the  regulated 
space  required  between  caravans. 

The  landscaping  and  planting  of  young  trees  and  shrubs  continues,  efforts  are 
being  made  to  level  and  grass  seed  certain  suitable  areas.  The  developers  are  being 
encouraged  to  provide  standard  fencing  around  the  area  in  which  each  caravan  stands, 
this  should  give  some  privacy  to  the  occupiers  and,  it  is  hoped  encourage  them  to  take 
a greater  pride  in  caring  for,  and  maintaining  the  land  immediately  around  their 
respective  caravans. 

Children’s  play  areas  are  being  provided,  one  owner  has  already  cleared  and 
fenced  a safe  and  secluded  part  of  the  site,  swings  have  been  erected.  At  the  other 
site  work  has  commenced  to  provide  this  amenity. 

Sheds  provided  for  storage  space  have  not  all  been  structurally  satisfactory  and 
the  owners  have  been  required  to  remove  these  and  replace  them  with  a more  presentable 
structure  of  about  thirty  square  feet  in  area. 

Each  caravan  has  a refuse  bin  with  a close  fittinglid,  household  refuse  is  collected 
from  each  caravan  once  weekly  by  the  local  authority. 

Adequate  car  parking  places  have  been  provided  at  both  sites.  Whilst  at  one 
site  the  standard  is  not  quite  what  it  might  be  the  owner  is  being  prevailed  upon  to 
improve  this  facility. 

Improvements  are  being  made  to  the  sanitation,  washing  and  laundry  facilities, 
new  and  additional  buildings  are  bing  constructed  at  both  sites  and  these  should  be 
functional  early  in  1967. 

Close  supervision  of  both  sites  is  maintained  by  the  department’s  officers  and 
every  effort  is  being  made  to  attain  and  achieve  the  highest  standard  of  amenity  possible. 
The  sites  provide  a definite  need  and,  it  seems,  will  continue  to  do  so  for  some  un- 

forseeable  time.  . 

Nearly  five  years  has  passed  since  the  Caravan  sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  was  passed  in  1960  and  it  would  be  a fair  assessment  to  say  that  the  implementation 
of  this  Act  has  resulted  in  a substantial  improvement  and  provided  basic  essential 
facilities  to  persons  living  in  caravans  within  the  Urban  area  that  were  not  previously 
available  to  them.
